Tae late Lieut. Francis Garnier, so 
well known in connection with the ex- 
ploration of the Cambodia River, un- 
dertook last year an expedition into 
Szechuen, with the object of investi- 
gating its trade routes. A very lange 
portion of the trade of the Yangtsze 
valley above Hankow, it has ong been 
known, does not proceed by way of 


4! the Great River, but by tributary 


streams to the north and south. Ono 
of these routes, by the lakes north of 
the river, leads from the Han river some 
by Kiukiang, 
and rejoins the Yangtsze at the great 
mart of Shansi, The great bend of 
the river to the mouth of the Tung- 
ting lake is thereby avoided, as well as 
the strong currents, and the numerous 
windings which form so conspicuous 
an object in the chart. Another ronte 
leads through the Tungting lake, and 
ascends the Yuen-kiang by Changteb, 
far in Honan. It then crosses a water- 
shed some 3,000 feet above the level 
of the sea, near Yuyang, in the extreme 
S.E. of Szechuen, and at Kunt‘an again 





takes the Wukiang, which it descends 
to Foochow, some 60 or 80 miles below 
Chungking on the Yangtsze. The ex- 
istence of this route was pointed ont 
by Baron von Richthofen, who suggested 
it as the possibly best route for 
aline of railway to Szechtion. Lieut, 
Garnier’s report, though nothing is said 
in some measure 
ty of such a pro- 
ject in its due time. The 400 metres 
rise from Yu-yang to the Fen-shui- 
ling, or watershed, seems however an 
imposing obstacle, but is probably less 
than is to be discovered on any other 
route, from the peculiarly formed 
basin of Szechuen. The Yuen-kiang 
and the Wukiang are navigable at 
each side of the watershed to a dis- 
tance of about 40 miles in a direct 
line for native craft, and Licut. Garnier 
assures us that the former river is 
navigable for steamers as far as 
‘Taoyuen, some 60 to 70 miles above 
the Tungting lInke. The country 
is fertile, and the people seemingly 
well to do, and its mineral wealth, 
moreover, is considerable. Quicksilver 
mines occur near Yuyang, and coal 
and iron along the Wukiang. Tho 
districts adjoining the Yuenkiang sup- 
ply most of the wood which comes down 
in such.enormous rafts to Hankow and 
there is distributed along the valley of 
the lower Yangtsze. They likewise 
supply a considerable portion of the 
Tung-yew and other oils exported from 
Hankow, as well as vegetable tallow 
and wax. Not far from the valley of ' 
the Yuenkiang come the teas so well- 
known as Anfas. There is thus a con- 
siderable local trade waiting to be 
developed along this line. The Yuen- 
kiang forms, besides, the established 
high road from Canton to Chungking, 
and Lieut. Garnier met bales’ of pieco 
goods, and packages of raw cotton, on 
their way from the former port, Not- 
withstanding the portages and changes 
of boats, this route is in many cases 
preferred to that by Hankow, the 
custom house exactions being anuch 
less. Lieut. Garnier’s main object in 
his investigation of this route seems to 
have been to discover if any prospect 
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of success would meet the opening up 
of the river of Tongking, the Hung- 


‘kiang, at which he eventually lost his | of 


life. Ho pronounces in favour of this 
new route. The example of the Yuen- 


Kiang, which by a longer route connects 
the trade of Chungking with that of 
Canton, seems to him an instaucein point, 
and he thinks that the districts 
between the head waters of the Hung- 
kiang and the Yangtszo will supply 
products sufficient to give a return 
for the anticipated imports into Tong- 
king. Ho considers that a large trade 
in raw cotton and in piece goods and 
hardware would spring up, were 
France to secure the opening of tho 
Tongking river, and anticipates that this 
trade would deflect from Shanghai and 
Canton a large portion of the trade of 
Western China. Probably Lieut. 
Garnier has not overstated the capa- 
bilities of the route, but few things 
are more difficult than inducing trade to 
leave its old paths. Lieut. Garnier, who 
was aman of keen observation, pro- 
nounces in favour of the navigability of 
the gorges of the Yangisze, atleast during 
the period of high water. It is neces- 
sary that the passages should bo 
buoyed, and leading marks fixed. At 
somo of tho elbows means for swing- 
ing vessels on their passage should be 
adopted, but with these precautions he 
anticipates no greater difficulty than 
that of having to surmount an average 
current of seven knots. Not having 
seen the passes at the season of low 
water, Lieut, Garnier does not venture 
an opinion as to the possibility of steam 
navigation at that time of year. Alto. 
gether, the paper, which is extracted 
from tho Bulletin de la Société de Géo- 
graphie, is an interesting and useful 
addition to our knowledge of the dis 
tricts above Hankow, and cannot but 
add to our regrets that the author 
should have been in so untimely a 
manner taken away from a sphere which 
he had made peculiarly his own. France 
has few pioneers like the late Francis 
Garnier, to open up new paths for her 
commerce and enterprise.

The British str. Glamis Castle arrived at 
Woosung on the 22nd inst., about 5 p.m., 
but could not get over the Bar, On her ar- 
rival at Woosung, high-water showed only 
18 feot on the Bar, while the Glamis Castle 
drew 20 ‘Tho 0. 8. 8. Co,’s steamer 
Priam arrived at Woosung yesterday, but 
had also to remain until lightened of a 
portion of her cargo, #0 a8 to enable her 
to cross the Bar. 

We have heard that the Arratoon Apear 
met with a serious mishap when nearing 
Amoy, by losing three blades of her pro- 
peller. We havo no details, but it is anid 
that she lad previously lost the fourth 
blade. Being completely disabled, the 
ship was obliged to be towed into Amoy, 
and it is thought her cargo will have 
to be transhipped. ‘The Arratoon Apear 
was passed by the Yangtsze on the 2ist 
instant, apparently steaming all right. 

Tho P. & 0. str. Adria’s report, on an- 
other page, gives a very full account of her 
experiences in the typlioon of the 17-18th 
instant. 

‘The Appin reports that a temporary 
light has been shown from the Shantung 
Promontory since the 15th, and that it was 
hoped to finish landing the material for the 
lighthouse by the 2ist. 

‘The Agamemnon is reported to have 
arrived home on the 16th inst., 47 days 
from Woosung ; and new teas were in some 
cases bringing a fair profit, in others not 
more than covering laying down cost. 

‘The departures of vessels for home sinco 























our last issue have been numerous, The 
Dartmouth an Sir Lancelot left on Satur- 
day; the steamers Ajax and Glenlyon 
left the same night, and the French mail 
steamer Menzaleh early on Sunday morning. 
‘The shipments of silk by mail continue 
very iarga, the Cathay having had 2,856, 
and the Menealeh over 3,136, while the 
Malwa takes about 3,000 bales, Not only 
was the Menzaleh’s cargo room well filled, 
but the unoccupied first-class passenger 
accommodation was encroached on for the 
stowage of silk bales, until no more could 
bo taken, and some 24 bales and 124 
cases merchandise were left behind for 
want of room. At same date last year, this 
Company's steamer took away 342 bales, 

The P, & O, Co.’s str. Adria arrived from 
Swatow with sugar, there being over 7,000 
bags of that commodity, and a large amount 
of general cargo. Tho Adria is 238 feet long, 
beam 26 feet, hold 21; 781 tons register, 
the gross tonnage being 1,225, and 120 
horse-power, and was built at Sunderland 
in 1873, as a steam collier, Sho was 
bought by the P, & O, Company for cargo 
traffic specially, in November last, sinco 
which time she has made two trips be- 
tween Alexandria and Venice, and from 
thence to Alexandria and Bombay, from 
whence she had two very successful trips 
to Hongkong and Saigon with rico—22,000 
piculs. On ono of her voyages, and when 
outside of Penang she was fortunate 
enough to pick up a disabled Portuguese 
brig, the Concordia, which she towed into 
Penang, from a distance of 475 miles ; and 
received special acknowledgements from 
the Governor of Macao, We aro sorry wo 
cannot compliment her owners on the ele- 
gant appearance of the Adria, but she no 
doubt will prove moro useful than orna- 
mental; we ought, however, to notice 
her gallant behaviour during tho lato 
typhoon down the coast. It was rumoured 
that on her arrival out here this ve 
would be employed chiefly to carry coals 
from Japan for the P. & 0. Co,’s various 
stations in tho East, but wo understand 
that she takes her departure again in a few 
days for Bombay. 

‘The U.S.S. Ashuelot, Commander Mat- 
thows, returned to Shanghai on the 
2ist instant, after a cruiso of over 
month in the waters of the Yang- 
tsze above Huankow. ‘The Ashuelot left 
that place on tho 12th June, voyaged 
up the river for a distance of over 1,000 
miles, or more than 360 miles above Han- 
kow, and considerably above the point 
hithorto reached by foreign vessels. After 
having anchored at Ichang, where ceremo- 
nial visits were exchanged betwoen the 
officers and the Taotai and other dignitaries 
from the city, a party from the ship went 
overland on an exploring expedition, and 
mot with the greatest kindness and good 
feeling everywhere. Theoxcursion extended 
over several days, and aftor the return of 
the party steam was raised and the 
Asluelot ran up to the gorges of the Yang- 
tsze. 
the ship were so great, and became #0 in- 
convenient to those on board, that it 
became necessary for the Taotai to issue 
@ notification, to provent annoyance. At 
another stage of the Ashuelot’s progress, 
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the assemblage along the banks of the 
river was computed at 60,000 to 60,000 
—immense numbers having repaired to 
Ichang from the districts round, to see the 
extraordinary visitor. The Ashuelot reports 
that as far as she had reached, water 
was found fit to float any steamer or tea 
ship visiting this coast, She also re- 
ports portions of the country above Han- 
pw as very much inundated. 

The O. M, 8, N. Co.’s Yung Ching went 
into the Old Dock (Messrs. 8. C. Farnham 
& Co,’s) a fow days ago, to have her hull 

“cleaned and some slight repairs to her 
machinery effected, prior to being placed 
on the Shanghai and Canton line. It is 
worthy of notice that the China Merchants’ 
floot now comprises eight steamers, of an 
aggregate capacity of nearly 4,500 tons,

At the Supreme Court, on Thursday, 
Michael Martin was convicted on the 
charge of sonding a threatening letter to 
Alfred Silverthorne, and sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment with hard labour, 
Atthe Police Court, on Wednesday, consid- 
erable timo was ocoupied in the investigation 
of a summons cago in which Mr. Stripling, 
the acting suporintondent of the Municipal 
police, was the defendant, the complainant 
being Mr. A. Encarnagio, proprietor of 
jin-rick-shas. Some woeks since, the police, 
acting under instructions from the Muni- 
cipal Council, given through Mr. Souper, 
the secretary, made a raid upon a number 
of jin-rick-sha coolies who were plying for 
hire in the English settlement without 
licenses, ‘Thirty-three of these were cap- 
tured, and their vehicles impounded at the 
Contral Police Station. By direction of 
‘Mr. Souper, the coolies were taken beforo 
Chén and Dr, Yates at the Mixed Court. 
They gave the names of two Chinamen, 
who had hired the vehicles to them, and 
theso were fined $25 and $10 respectively. 
They in turn said the vehicles were the 
Property of Encarnagiio, and the Mixed 

































Court, considering him the chief offender, 
advised that a case against him should be 
Preferred before the Portuguese Consul, 
and ordered Mr. Stripling to detain the 
jin-rick-shas until the decision in that caso 
should be made known. In the case heard 
yesterday, Mr. Brougham Miller, for the 
complainant, did not dispute the seizure 
of the vehicles in the English settlement, 
but contended that their detention was 
illegal, and that Mr. Stripling had there- 
fore rendered himself liable for the con- 
sequences. Mr. W. V, Drummond, for 
the defendant, argued that, under the 26th 
of the Land Regulations, Mr. Stripling 
had acted bond fide, under the instructions 
from the Municipal Council, and therefore 
was not the proper person to be sued; and 
secondly, as to the detention of the vehi- 
cles, that he simply enforced the order of 
the Mixed Court. Mr. Millercontended that 
that Court had no power to make such an 
order in respect of the property of « Eu- 
ropean, and that his client having chartered 
his vehicles to tvo Chinamen who we 
fined, was irresponsible for any act of 
theirs, and that they ought to have pro- 
cured the English licenses. Mr. Mowat 
took time to consider the points raised. 
The Court of the U. S, Consulate- 
General has been engaged for several days 
in hearing a collision caso which had been 
submitted to the arbitration of Captain 
Boswell and Messrs. S. A. Viguior and 
J. Haas, Mr. Seward, the Consul-Ge- 
neral, presided, and the Mixed Court 
Magistrate was also present, Both si 
wero represented by Counsel. Tho caso 
arose out of a collision betweon tho 
P.M. 8, str. Golden Age and a Chi 
junk, which occurred while the former was 
outward and the latter inward bound, on 
1% of 10th June, in the river 
a short distance on this side of 
Gough island, off Kowjow creek, near the 
Pootung shore. ‘The junk it appears sunk 
shortly afterwards, and the steamer also 
sustained some damago but continued her 
voyage. ‘The owners of the junk claim 
Tis. 13,959.35.as damages, which the P. M. 
8. Co. not only oppose, but make a counter 
claim for $2,500. The hearing has now 
n concluded, but judgment is reserved. 
‘We publish to-day the minutes of meet- 
ing of the French Municipal Council ‘of 
22nd June. Correspondence was laid on the 
table which had been exchanged between 
the Consul-General and the Chairman of 
the Council, on the non-convocation of the 
ratepayers to assist at the meeting at which 
the budget was passed, and as to the 
yielding up to the Chinese by the Consul- 
General of the ground in dispute in the 
Ningpo and Saigon road affair. As to the 
first, the Council considered itself freed 
from responsibility by the refusal of the 
Consul-General to convoke or preside at 
the meeting. As to the second, theCouneil 
decided to ask whether the electors mean to 
have their rights to this piece of public 
property vindicated before a proper tribu- 
nal. A special meeting is to be held to 
consider the matter of wharves and pon- 
toons. It is proposed to refer to arbitra- 
tion a little dispute with the English 
Council arising out of the repairs to Yang- 
king-pang bridge No. 2. The only other 












































matter of importance is an instruction to 








‘the Secretary regarding the division of the 
wheelbarrow tax and the responsibility for 
the maintenance of the bridges over the 
Yang-king-pang, which has already been 
made public in the letter addressed to the 
English Municipal Council, 

We are glad to be able to state, on the 
authority of Mr. Medhurat, H. B, M, Con- 
sul, thut the subscriptions towards the 
Chinese Reading Room and Polytechnic 
School have reached Tis, 1,098.65 and 
$398. The Taotai has given Tls, 200, the 
Manager of the Arsenal Tis, 100, tho 
Hsien $100, and other Chinese gentlemen 
have subscribed with equal liberality, 

Wo have received the Customs’ Gazette 
for the first quarter of 1874, containing 
returns of trade at the various ports, report 
of dues and duties, and precis of fines aud 
confiscations. Parts 4 and 5, devoted to 
notifications and movements in the service, 
are summed up in tho word Nil, 

‘The Great Northern Telegraph Co.'s 
steamer H, C. Oersted returned on Saturday 
from Fooonow vid Amoy and Formosa, 
Her mission south, it will be remembered, 
was in connection with the laying of a line 
of telograph betweon Pagoda Anchorage 
and the Foreign Settlement, a project 
which, though it did uot originate with 
the Chineso officials, but with the foreign 
trading community, is said to have re- 
ceived the sanction and to some extent the 
countenance of the native local authorities, 
‘The wiro was laid by means of boats, along 
the banks and bed of the Min, for a dis- 
tance of about nine miles, 14 of which 
was subaqueous cable, the remainder 
landline, ‘The line, so far as we can learn, 
is constructed entirely at the risk of the 
Great Northern Telegraph Co., and is 
worked by its officers in connection with 
tho independent courier service to Amoy. 
At tho time the Ocrsted left, it was not yot 
in operation, but had been constructed 
tween the two points named, though not 
extended to the City. ‘Telegrams since 
received, however, state that the line is 
open, that no interference with it has been 
offered on’ the part of the Chinese, po- 
pularly or officially, but that on the con- 
trary the high officials had visited tho 
stations aud the Viceroy was also expected 
to do so, Although, therefore, there is 
not sufficient ground for crediting the 
Chinese with any positive support of the 
institution, it is satisfactory to find them 
accepting its introduction with somo 
degreo of interest and favour ; aud it is 
believed possible that the Viceroy may 
have tho line extended to his yamen in the 
City. The Chinese officials are fully alive 
of rapid communication, 
when governmental interests demand it, 
but only then ; and the fact that they talle 
about getting a cable laid between Formosa 
and the mainland is further evidenco of 
this, But the early and peaceful with- 
Arawal of the Japaneso from that island 
would probably extinguish the present 
spark of progress, and induce a return to 
the former condition of indifference or 
opposition. If nothing else will rouse tho 
mandarins but the nation getting into hot 
water, let us hope, with all charity, they 
may have enough of that.

‘THE TEA ADULTERATION REPORT. 


THE recommendations in the Report of 
the Adulteration Committee referring 
to Tea, which were telegraphed by 
Reuter a few days ago, will have been 
received by those engaged in the trade 
out here with satisfaction—mingled, 
perhaps, with some disquiet, lest they 
should be made unnecessarily oppres- 
sive in operation. No one could re- 
prehend more than have the chaazees 
who buy for the home trade, the practices 
adopted by the Chinese in the case of 
green teas, to please the foreign eye, if 
not’ the foreign palate, and which has 
risen from a slight sophistication to 
gross adulteration ; and the new order 
of things established by the Adulteration 
Act should, if carried out in the spirit of 
the Commission’s recommendations, 
which are not too sweeping, so far from 
being a hardship, prove a. protection. 
All teas found “seriously adulterated” 
are to be excluded from consumption; 
so that assuming the buyer out here 
to have paid.a good price for a genuine 
tea, greater certainty than hitherto will 
be afforded him that his chop will 
get into the consumer's hands without 
being elbowed by “lie” competitors 
for public favour, introduced by un- 
scrupulous dealers. A warranty might 
accompany the chop to the whole- 
sale dealer at home, who could 
extend that safeguard to the re- 
tailer. In this way hard cases like 
that of Mr. Roberts, of Liverpool, the 
decision of which on appeal we quote 
elsewhere, would be avoided, so Jong as 
there was no attempt to tamper with 
the article after it had passed the pro- 
posed Customs’ examination on being 
landed. It is noticeable that the caso 
in question arose from the sale of Ping- 
sueys, the heavy adulleration of which 
we have frequently had to condemn. 
In the N.-C. Herald Retrospect of this 
trade for 1872, we remarked: “The 
liberal adulteration of these teas with 
so-called paint (a mixture of chalk and 
Prussian blue), has, we trast, this year 
. reached its climax, and we cannot but 
be gratified with the expressions of 
disgust and surprise that we have no- 
ticed in the reports from home. . . We 
do not think the remedy will be reached 
until positive orders are sent out to 
avoid Pingsueys for a time altogether.” 
In the review of last season, we had 
again to notice that the English trade 
were “entirely setting their face 
against these teas, there being a gene- 
ral complaint against colour.” We are 
informed on the best authority that the 
ted for selling which the Birkenhead 
grocer suffered, was a crack and high. 
priced chop, and we may therefore 
expect to find, as the result of the 
appeal, that Pingsueys will be tabooed 
completely until the Chinese maker— 
we had almost written grower—brings 
his art to the low standard of colouring 
fixed by the Committee. In other re- 
spects the legitimate tea trade will pro- 


bably, as we have pointed ont, derive 
benefit from the restriction placed upon 
fancy teas and Maloo mixtures. Al- 
ready, we believe, the working of the 
Act has made shippers of Canton pre- 
pared teas more cautious, and tended 
greatly also to check the shipment of 
very low tea, the class by which export 
can be increased, thus keeping supply 
down to a more healthy standard. 
There is one point, however, in the 
recommendations of the Committee, to 
which we have heard exception taken, 
and that is, the proposal to have the 
teas inspected at the London Customs 
on landing. But it is clear that to 
carry out the purpose of the Act pro- 
perly, and at the same time to throw 
the onus of introducing spurious 
or adulterated teas upon the right 
shoulders, the recommendation is very 
reasonable. Some disclosures made at 
a sitting of the Committee on 4th 
Tune, reported in the Times of the 5th, 
received by last mail, show that a vast 
amount of tea adulteration goes on at 
Home. A Mr. Jackson, of Spital- 
square, and also of Manchester, the 
author of a letter on this subject which 
we quoted from the Times the other 
day, and who had been fifteen years in 
the wholesale trade, said there were in 
England “persons who called them- 
selves ‘tea-improvers,’ and their busi- 
ness was, by coloring or uncoloring 
tea, to give it a fictitious value, and to 
get a profit from the public which was 
not legitimate.” . “Speaking 
of the quantity of adulterated teas, he 
said he thought that of the 167,000, 000 
Ibs. consumed in this country, about 
35,000,000 Ibs. were open to be 
suspected ; and that the Chinese, to 
compete in price with the teas adul- 
terated in England, practised adul- 
teration.” ‘The semi-wholesale tea dea- 
lers he regarded as the authors of the 
mischief. It is important, therefore, 
that while a check is imposed by Cus- 
toms inspection, which will induce 
caution on the part of exporters 
here, there should be a rigorous appli- 
cation of the provisions of the Act to 
protect the legitimate tea-trade at 
home. This can only be done by 
coming down on the retailer, who for 
his own safety will be compelled to deal 
with respectable houses, obtaining a 
gennine article under guarantee, which 
the “tea.improvers” cannot give. The 
chief objectionto the Customs inspection, 
however, is said to be that it renders 
the tea liable to the risk of exposure 
to varying and perhaps unfavonr- 
able atmospheric conditions, but a 
correspondent of nearly 20 years stand- 
ing in the trade assures us that the 
opening of the packages should not 
affect importers, as every chest is 
opened for inspection by the brokers 
prior to dealers taking delivery. 
An important suggestion is made by 
the same correspondent, which we give 
in his own words :—“TIf the Customs 
{will only inspect the stocks at present 
in the London warehouses, and con- 
demn all the rubbish, the accumulation 








of years, they will benefit importers 
greatly, as I am sure the quantity of 
teas included in stock, but quite unfit 
for use, is very large.” 

‘We have endeavoured to put forward 
a few of the considerations arising on 
the brief precis we have of the Report 
of the Hoase of Commons Commitiee, 
and the attention which this question 
of tea adulteration is attracting at 
Home, but there must be many moro 
which will suggest themselves to prac- 
tical men, and we cannot do better 
than conclude with a recommendation 
that the Chamber of Commerce should 
take up the subject at this stage, both 
in its bearing upon the trade in China 
and at Home. 





THE “NAMELESS SECT”—aAN ACCOUNT OF 
A SINGULAR RELIGIOUS SECT IN 
SHANTUNG. 
(Communicated. ) 

It has been remarked as a singular fact 
that of the Sect of Nestorian Christians, 
who flourished extensively in China during 
the 13th century, little or nothing is known 
at the present day. 

‘That they enjoyed the protection and 
received tho fostering care of the Yuen 
dynasty, and wero in turn cruelly perso- 
cuted and finally exterminated by the 
Mings, is all that we know of them. The 
few tablets and monuments erected by them 
which still survive, stand as dumb witnesses 
to the fact that they existed at one time ; 
but they give no trace of their devoted 
faith, Of their creeds: and doctrines, 
literature, and religions rites and ceremo- 
nies, no record can be found, Like the 
noble red men of America, these pious 
Nestorian Fathers have been forgotten 
even in “the songsand chronicles of their 
Eiterminators.” Their names and years are 
forgotten, and the story of their pure li 
invincible zeal, and sublime devotion 
unwritten ; but, that these good men 
left behind them ‘Footprints in the sands 
of time,” may be reasonably inferred from 
the following. 

‘There exists in the southern border of 
the province of Shantung, a yeculiar 
society or sect, who profess to have re- 
cvived their doctrine originally from the 
West. ‘They are known as the “Nameless 
Sect,” and are unable to give the date of 
the introduction of their religion into 
China, ‘They have a knowledge of an I 
visible, Omnipresent, Almighty Being, 
whom they worship. This God whom they 
worship is known amongst them by three 
names:—‘The Living Buddha of the 
West”—the One not born of father or 
mother,—and the Heavenly Father—all 
meaning and pointing to the One God, 
who is eternal. They do not worship idols. 

Each member of this sect repeats daily 
ahymn or moral discourse, in which such 
sentiments as the following ocour :—“ Do 
not injure others in order to benefit your- 
self ;"—‘‘Abstain from evil thoughts, 
words, or deeds ;”—‘ In possession of the 
truth there is nothing that may not be 
accomplished ;”— Hide the trath with all 
diligence, in your hearts ;”—‘ Those who 
understand the received Mystery, may 
become perfect through the ‘Trutl 
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“Lot noue covet earth’s pleasures, but 
aot your hearts firmly on the Heavenly 
Paradiso ;”—‘‘The days of man upon the 
earth are swift as an arrow, covet not 
therefore the pleasures of the world ;”— 
 Proclaim the truth on the cross strests; 
when the time arrives that a preaching 
stand may be erected everywhere, the 
truth will be made manifest ;”—« When 
the Saviour comes from the West, men will 
have peace,” d&e., &e., de. 

These people all believe in future re- 
wards and punishments, but they have no 
clearly defined notions of the happiness 
which awaits the faithful. They speak 
of a Saviour tocomefrom the West. ‘They 
have no temples, but three times each 

© day, evory one, ina sitting posture, with 
eyes closed, silently offers up prayer to 
God, and on the Ist and 15th of each 
‘Moon they burn incense to him, but they 
have no altars, nor do they make use of 
Paper money. 

Evory member of the Sect is expected to 
contribute money according to his ability, 
but there is no compulsion, and each one 
is left to determine for himself i 
amount of his contribution. ‘These contri- 
butions are paid to the leader under whose 
guidance the members contributing may be 
at the time, The aggregate amount con- 
tributed by the members is paid over by 
thoir leaders to one still higher in autho- 
rity, until it reaches the highest officer of 
the district, who takes the whole amount 
West, and pays it again to another, who is 
supposed in turn to take it still further 
‘West and pay it over to the proper person, 
and so on until it reaches its final desti- 
nation. . It is alittle singular, but no one 
appears to know what use is to be made of 
this money, or just whero its final destina- 
tion is, All agreo that the money is to 
go “to the Went,” and that it is a merito- 
rious act to give liberally, and that tho 
who do give liberally will be rewarded ; 

but further than this promise of good to 
¢ giver himself, no one appears to con- 
sider. It is understood that each leader 
rotains a certain percentage of the amount 
which passes through his hands, for h 
own benefit ; in which case it is not diffi- 
cult to see that the money will in time 
fail to go beyond a cortain point. ‘These 
leaders or officers hold a position according 
to the number of converts or members 
each is able to gain to the Sect, Tho 
ono who scoures the greatest number, 
of course holds the highest office. Each 
leader has a special oversight over h 
‘own converts, and spends much of h 
time in going about amongst his flock, 
something after the style of a parson in 
European countries. 

Since the severe persecutions which this 
Sect have oncountered from the Govern- 
ment, their religious rites and ceremonies, 
and all matters pertaining to their Church 
discipline have been conducted in secret, 
4o that those who are not members do not 
now what is done, nor why are members 
of the Sect, 

When tho leader goes on his regular 
Visits, the converts, like the early Chris 
tians in times of persecution, meet in 
the house of some brother, men and 
‘women together, where they join in silent 
Welemn dovotion, The leader then exhorts 










































them to be faithful, admonishes and in- 
structs them, and at the close of their 
religious ceremonies they all sit down to- 
gether to a suppor, of which bread 
and wine form the greater part. 

This singular religious sect exists in 
great numbers throughout the Eastern and 
Southern borders of Shantung. They havo 
shown a uniform spirit of kindness and 
friendliness toward the American Protestant 
Missionaries who have visited them, and 
who have succeeded in gaining their confi- 
dence, and great numbers of them have 
eagerly embraced the doctrines of the 
Christian religion,

FORMOSA—SEVBRE TYPHOON—SERIOUS 
LOSS OF LIFE. 
H.LC.M, despatch vessel Wan-kien- 
chang arrived here at 7.30 last night, 
direct from Keelung, on her way to Tien- 


tein, and brought on Captain Tough, his | }7! 


officers, engineers and crew from the 
late ss. Laptek. By this opportunity we 
are in possession, from our correspondent, 
of particulars regarding the typhoon of the 
17th inst., which proved so disastrous to 
a party from H.MS. Kestrel, who it 
appears were at the time engaged dismant- 
ling the wreck of the Laptek :-— : 


Keelung, 22nd July, 1874. 
Very little remained to be done on board 
ices of the steamer’s 
for fully a 
week previous to the day which proved 
fatal toso many of them, Liout. Gardner, 
Mr. Jones, Chief Engineer, and twelve 
men and stokers of the Kestrel, under the 
superintendence of Mr. James Greig, of 
‘Messrs. Dodd & Co., Lloyds’ Agents, car- 
ried on the work of salving by themselves ; 
and as the hull was to have been sold the 
next day, their occupation of it would not 
in all probability have lasted 24 hours 
longer. The gunboat steamed away into 
Keelung harbour as soon as the men were 
nt on board the wreck, but the cutter 
in which they were conveyed was left 
moored at some distance from them. For 
several days previously, the position of the 
wreck was the same as when the typhoon 
came on, and the work of demolition hav- 
ing become difficult, her condition was not 
altered much during that time. 
Tho hull was so denuded of everything,

full of water fore aud aft, up to the “tween * 
decks ; saloon and engine-room skylights, 
the rail and stanchions, accommodation 
Iadder, all hatches, midship aud quarter 
deck houses removed or in course of re- 
moval ; all boats, life buoys, ropes, rigging, 
sails, spars, chains and anchors sent on.

away, “for the benefitof the underwiters”— 
nothing unfortunately was left to provide 
for the shelter or safety of the wreckers, 
Té does seem strange that the desire to 
seoure these odds and ends should have 
been carried so far, at s0 great a risk to 
those engaged in the work ; and it is highly 
probable that had advice been given 
or assistance rendered to the poor fellows 
whose over-zeal inthe mattercost them their 
lives, no disaster would have happened. 
‘MasouBay, where the Laptek was beached, 
is about ten miles from Keelung by water, 
having Masu Peninsula on the South and 
Double Rock on the North side, and from 
the latter a reef crosses the month of the 
about two-thirds of the way. ‘Tho 
chief exposure is northeasterly, and along 
the shore for several miles tere runs a 
sandy beach, with sand hills and water 
courses behind it. The hull of the vessel 
lay head out to sea, with the stern about 
one hundred yards from what in fine wea- 
ther is the shore, but as it is only a nar- 
row sandbank, tho rollers during the ty- 
hoon must have swept clear over it and 
into the low land beyond. ‘To the south 
of the ship’s position only did the high 
land dip down to the sea, without being 
intercepted by streams and lagoons, there- 
foro it will be seen that a swimmer had but 
poor chance, in a dark night and heavy 
sea, of saving his life, even if he succeeded 
aining the beach directly opposite the 

















Wheu it commenced to blow on the 

morning of the 17th, the ship worked a 
ood deal, and as the wind increased dur- 
ing the afternoon it must have been some- 
thing dreadful on board, as she lurched 
with the weight of water in her hold, 
springing the decks and causing the boiler 
to bump about, out of its place. ‘Towards 
night matters became much worse, and the 
Chinese servants begged to be sent on 
shore, as they said it was going to blow a 
typhoon. ‘The others seem only to have 
ight ion that this might be 

of the men-of-war’s men 
re allowed to swim on 
shore, and goin quest of a boat for them. 
Tho cutter had previously to this timo 
been once in danger, and was with 
much difficulty moored further out by 
two seamen who swam off to her, but 
afterwards, dragging her moorings, sho 
drove into the breakers, and was swamped, 
A boat from the shore was at last induced 
to go alongside, and the boys and two 
Europeans were landed by it in safety, 
but it did not succeed in reaching the ship 
a second time. 

‘Those on board now apparently reoog- 
nised the danger of their situation, A 
raft had been constructed during the day, 
and by means of it all would doubtless 
have been enabled to reach the shore, but 
on being put over the side it broke adrift, 
and a sailor who jumped overboard, after 
an unsuccessful effort or two to bring it back, 
scrambled on to it and was landed on the 
beach in safety. Two more sailors were 
washed overboard about this time, and 
driven on the beach, clinging to a picce of 
the deck, making in all six men-of-war’s 
men who have been saved. 

Between eight and nine o’clock, or later, 
a sea washed Lieut. Gardner and Mr. 
Jones off the deck. They were both good 
swimmers, but only Mr. Jones got clear of 
the wreck, and after a long struggle 
amongst the breakers, in which he was 
much bruised and exhausted, he at last got 
afooting, Lieut, Gardner, it ia supposod, 
‘was hurled against the ship's alde ov fame 
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floating portion of the wreck, and rendered 
powerless to save himself, as nothing is 
Known regarding his fate than that he must 
inevitably have been drowned. Mr. Greig, 
on observing that Lieut. Gardner and Mr. 
Jones were washed away, went to com- 
municate the fact to the remaining six men 
belonging to the Kestrel, who had taken 
refuge in the ship’s iron galley, and who, 
it is believed, were all unable to swim. This 
hehad scarcely done, when a heavy lurch of 
the vessel caused the iron door to slam, 
while he was holding on, Catching his 
hand, it broke his arm at the wrist ; 
the next wave probably washed him over- 
board, and although he could swim fairly, 
his sufferings from ‘the accident in all 
likelihood rendered him quite insensible 
to the fate which must have afterwards 
overtaken him. 

In the thick darkness of that stormy 
night, tho survivors on shore neither saw 
nor heard anything of the six men who 
remained the last occupants of the ill-fated 
wreck, and whenthe calm of morning came, 
the most. diligent search failed to discover 
any of the bodies, nor was anything to be 
sean to indicate the spot where the hull lay 
tho night before. 

Only one body has been found up to this 
time, that of a seaman from the Kestrel, 
which was brought in to Keelung by Chi- 
nose fishermen, and buried hero yesterday. 

‘The hull of the Laptek, as it lies under 
water, was sold on the 20th inst., for 
$275.

The Model Settlement has had its pa- 
tience exercised by the somewhat dry 
and tedious case of the Race Club 9. 
Cricket Club. ‘The Colony has decided not 
to be outdone; but instead of the matter in 
dispute being of the tiature of the soil wo 
tread, it has the chink of dollars to 
recommend tit. ‘This case, according to 
advices from Hongkong, had engaged 
Chief Justice Sir John Smale and a 
Special Jury for seven days, and the 
Chief Justico had then adjourned it 
for two days, to allow him to pre- 
pare his summing up. The litigants 
were the Hon. J. Whittall, as receiver of 
the Sugar Refinery Co.; and the defendants 
Messrs, J. Jack, chairman; and Messrs. 
Bell, Fairbairn, and Coughtrie, directors, 
of the Distillery Company, Limited. The 
Counsel engaged were Mr. T. O. Hayllar, 
for the plaintiff ; and Mr. Bramston, 
Attorney General, for Mr. Jack ; and Mr. 
Kingsmill for the defendants, Messrs. Bell, 
Fairbairn, and Coughtrie. The defendants 
were charged with issuing a false and frau- 
dulent report, which induced the plaintiff 
to give credit to the Company, the 
amount claimed being $21,814.40.’ Mr. 
Hayllar contended that the defendants 
had been guilty of suppressing infor- 
mation in the Annual Report, and that 
in consequence the plaintiff had been 
led to allow tho amount of credit 
stated, and the Company having gone 
into liquidation, he therefore claimed 
on the directors for the amount. The 
Attorney-General and Mr. Kingsmill 
contended that under the Articles of 




















Association the directors were in no way re- 
sponsible, the Report having emanated from 
theyeneralmanager. The Attorney-General 
also held, as regarded the defondant Jac, 
that the conversations with the plaintiff 
were private, and in no way influenced him, 
as the plaintiff according to his evidence 
had taken the advice of outside persons, 
and had adopted their vi Mr. Kings- 
mill also followed in the same strain, and 
argued that, according to the authorities, 
it would be necessary to show that the 
misrepresentation had been wilful, or that 
wilful ignorance had been shown, which 
had not been done, and asked for a verdict 
for the defendants. A voluminous amount 
of evidence was taken. 

The case was concluded on the 11th inst., 
the 8th day of the trial, when Chief Justice 
Sir John Smale summed up. His Lord- 
ship said the law upon the case might be 
briefly stated as follows, that even ifa party 
innocently misrepresent a material fact b 
mistake, it is equally conclusive, for it 
operates as a surprise and imposition on

Japan is once more indefinitely postponed. 
Foreign representatives have been informed. 
that just as all points had been amicably 
settled with Terashima, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, amajority of his colleagues 
did not concur in his views, and thus the 
question remains in state quo. The Tokei 

fournal, touching on this question, says, 
“The Government is in somewhat an un- 
settled condition. Several of the Ministers 
hold aloof from official business on the plea 
of sickness, and, though the causo is 
generally Known, it is supposed to havei 
iso in the question of opening the coun- 
try.”—Tho last American mail steamer 
brought 120,000 of the new trade dollars, 
part for Japan and part for China, The 
FHrerald adds that they are much better 
coined than the Mexican, and aro believed 
likely to prove a powerful rival to that 
coin.—On the 7th instant, a seaman of the 
German frigate Arcona fell from aloft to 
the deck. When picked up, it was found 
that his neck was broken. —The New British 
Legation buildings are completed for occu- 
pation. They are built substantially of 
brick, are roomy and comfortable, and 
are conveniently situated for the transac- 
tion of business.—It is rumoured that by 
the eruption of a voleano in Kurumi, not far 
from Hiogo, sixty persons were killed.— 
From Yedo comes the rumour that the 
Japanese inhabitants of the island cf 
Saghalien have vacated that place, and 
retired to the island of Yezo. There 
no public intimation of the removal.— 
Messrs, Walsh, Hall & Co. have sued Mr. 
J. Pitman for a breach of contract, in not 
taking delivery of and paying for 13,000 
blankets, value $6,300, imported for him. 
Tudge Goodwin has reserved his decision. 
—Fans have become an article of consi- 
erable export. A Japanese paper states 
that one maker alone has just completed an 
order for 80,000 and 25,000 pieces of San- 
tome for asingle American house.—Floods 
are reported, says the Japan Gazette, in 
several parts of the country. At Kurumi, 
the river Chikugo rose more than twenty 
feet ; many farms and houses were greatly 
damaged, and several lives lost. 

Nine ‘samourai have been  behéaded 
for the attack on Iwakura last Jan- 
nary. ‘The judgment was in the fol- 
lowing terms:—‘You felt very angry 
at tho abandonment of the Corean 
Expedition, and formed a conspiracy to 
agitate the government by treacherous- 
ly killing Iwakura U-daijin, whom you 
attacked at Kuichigai on the night 
of the 14th January.

‘The Telegraph 
Department steamer Denshin-marw and the 
Ho-sho-kan were lying there, when the 
‘Maetsu-maru (late Maggie Lauder), com- 
manded by Captain John Will, approach- 
ing that port, sighted a foreign pulling 
boat, making for the same place, Captain 
Will, thinking they would be glad of a tow, 
altered the course of the steamer so as to 
pass close to the boat, which he then dis- 
covered was a man-of-war boat. ‘The officer 
in it declined the offer, and Captain Will 
Broceeded on his way, to the anchorage 

Yhe same evening, Captain Will was sum- 
moned from on board the Denshin-maru, 
where he was paying a visit, to the gun- 
boat Ho-sho-kan, and informed that he had, 
by clfering to fow the boat, ingulted the 
officer in charge and the Japanese Naval Ser- 
vice, and was ordered to makeampleapology 
and money payment for the supposed in- 
sult. He indignantly refused to comply 
with these demands, but offered to refer the 
case to the Japanese Admiral at Hakodadi. 
He, subsequently, intending to visit the 
Ho-sho-kan with ‘Mr. Morris of the Tele- 
graph Department, who had offered to act 
as interpreter, was proceeding in a boat 
toward the starboard gangway of the gun- 
boat, when the boat was waved off by the 
sentry (acting under orders of an officer on 
deck) to go to the port side. Captain Will 
and Mr. Morris wisely decided not to do 
so, and returned from whence they came. 
The matter was left in the hands of tho 
local Ken officials, with a request from . 
the naval officers that they would not grant 
the Maetsu-marwa clearance. Owing to 
this she was detained the greater part of a 
day,—notwithstanding that the passengers 
and mails were ready for embarkation— 
until the Ken officials, having satisfied 
themselves that the complaint was foolish 
and vexatious, decided to let her leave, on 
the Japanese supercargo, or banto, giving 
a document to the effect that he would put 
in an appearance at any time required, 
to answer to any complaint against the 
steamer.—It appeared that the officer who 
was in the boat, and who made the com- 
plaint, is Yamasaki Kanginori commander 
of H.'I. J. M.S. Ho-sho-kan, and he has 
had to make a very ample apology to the 
Chief Commissioner of ‘Telegraphs, for 
not permitting the boat in which Mr. 
Morris was seated to come to tho star- 
board gangway of his vessel,

June 26th.—The Court Circular records 
that the Board of Ceremonies has requested 
his Majesty’s decision respecting the date 
for putting cn gala dress in honour of the 
40th birthday of the Empress Mother.— 
The Governor of Shun-t’ien Fu announces 
the fall of 5 inches of rain in Peking. 

(1) The Governor-General of Chihli, Li 
Hung-chang, memorializes with reference 
to a proposed measure of relief to the con- 
tractors for the saltrevenue. On repeated 
occasions the difficulties under which the 
salt merchants labour have been repre- 
sented to the Throne, but owing to the con- 
tinuance of military needs no relief has 
been experienced. ‘Since 1848, the mono- 
polists have been saddled with the debts 
‘of their predecessors, and of late years 
their distress has been aggravated by the 
deficient supply of salt and the increased 
cost of transport in consequence of 
floods, At the same time, the freshly pre- 
pared salt goes to waste much more rapidly 
than that which has been kept for 
timo stored up, After several propositions 
have been rejected as inadmissible, a 
request has been made for permission to 
increase to some extent the water-allowance 
and the selling-price, and these the Go- 
yernor-General supports. An allowance 
for waste is recognized by the existing 
regulations, but the monopolists are no 
longer able to adhere to the former usage 
of storing the salt fora year, in conse- 
quence of tho abundant’ supply before 
shipping it off, and as the salt is now 
packed and sent off from the brine pans as 
fast as produced, the waste is 10 per cent. 
greater than formerly. As every catty of 
salt involves a payment to Government, 
the loss of every catty is felt by the mono- 

, and itis now proposed that per- 
a be given to add. heneeforward 20 
to the weight allowed by regula- 
tion to each bag, as an allowance for 
waste, except for’ delivery to the dis 
tricts’ between Tient ‘and the sea, 
which immediately adjoin the salt-pro- 
ducing area. The pzoposed addition 
would hold good for the remainder of the 
rovince of Chihli id the whole of 
jonan, being the division of the Ch’ang- 
Ln salf delivery. The additional amount 
of 20 catties per bag would be exempt 
from duty payment, leaving the regulation 
amount unaffected in any way. Again, as 
regards the selling price, which is also 
fixed by regulation, the prime cost of the 
salt has of late years been enhanced to the 
monopolists by scant supplies and increased 
outlay for carriage, etc., and the progressive 
rise in tho value ‘of silver has also occa 
sioned great loss to the monopolists in the 
course of exchanging their receipts of cash 
into sycee for duty-payments, It is con- 
sequently proposed that an addition of 2 
cash per catty may be made to the selling 
price throughout the Ch’ang-Lu Gabelle 
district, with the exceptions already named 
above. As it is estimated that the con- 
sumption of salt per head of population is 
‘three mace-weight per diem (i.e. 3/160 of 
a catty), the additional cost to each indivi- 
dual will be no more than a little over one 
cash per month, The Governor-General 
proposes to give effect to the new sys- 
tem from the first of the month ensuin: 
upon receipt of his Majesty’s sanction ; an 
to limit its duration to five years, on the 
expiry of which period further enquiry into 
the then existing circumstances may be 
made.—Rescript : Let the Board of Re- 
venue consider and report to Us. 

(2) The Governor-General, Li Bung- 
chang, inemorializes, quoting a report from 
the Taotai at Newchwang, to the effect 
that three of the banditti who have lately 
menaced the foreign settlement (7 47) 


at that port, have been captured and 















































summarily executed. It is represented that 
owing to the floods of last year, an out- 
break of brigandage has been’ encouraged, 
and as the port of Newchwang is a place 
where foreign relations exist, its protection 
is of all the greater moment. Orders 
having been given by the Yamén of Foreign 
Affairs and by the Governor-General for 
energetic action in the matter, and a 
report having reached the Taotai in 
January last of a design to attack and 
pillago the foreign settlement, a party of 
the drilled troops were sent out against 
the banditti, whom they attacked and 
dispersed, taking three prisoners. Of 
these the leading individual is a notorious 
highwayman, who has pursued a career 
of brigandage for 16 years past. Promo- 
tion and honours aré requested for the 
officers in command of the troops.

According 
to the evidence now taken, criminal con- 
nexion had been formed between the ne- 
phew and the wife of the elder brother. 

had continued for some length 
was discovered by the father, 
Féng Kii, and the two guilty persons de- 
termined’ after a certain lapso of time to 
rid themselves of his reproaches by mur- 
der. Accordingly, before daylight one 
morning, in the early part of 1873, they 
armed themselves with a hatchet, and 
entering Féng Ki’s room as he slept, ful- 
filled their purpose. ‘The man, having 
first stunned the vi by a blow on the 
head, proceeded to hack the face and skull 
with the edge of the chopper, and this 
bloody task was completed by the woman, 
She next proceeded to raise an outcry, 
acousing her lunatic sister-in-law of having 
committed the act in a fit of frenzy, and 
the insane woman, alarmed, but unable to 
express herself in words, took to flight and 
attempted to drown herself in the village 
well, She was seized, however, by the vil- 
lagers, and being suspected as the murderer, 
was given into custody. In the course of 
a few days, however, she was able to give 
the name of the real eriminal, and the man 
and woman were thereupon apprehended. 
After alternate confession and retractation, 
the crime has now been brought home to 
the guilty parties, and the woman is sen- 
tenced to death by lingch’e (cut in 
pieces) for the crime of parricide, the man 
being adjudged to suffer death by decapi- 
tation only, being related in a lesser degree 
to his vic Sundry neighbours, who 
allowed themselves to be instigated into 
presenting a petition on behalf of the pri- 
‘soners, whose innocence they maintained,

‘THE RECREATION FUND ,TRUSTEES AND THE 
APPEAL PROTEST. 


Zo the Editor of the 
‘Nontu-Cuixa Herat. 

Si,—As one of “the Public,” Task 
leave to make a few remarks upon the 
letter of the Trustees of the Recreation 
Fund, which appeared in your issue of the 
18th instant. 

‘The Trustees apparently anticipate that 
Her Majesty’s Privy Council will employ 
itself in investigating the early history of 
the Fund, and in exposing the historical 
errors of the Chief Judge, and I will not 
anticipate the labours of that august body. 
Ono thing is clear, however, namely, that 
there is an important difference between 








the circumstances under which the then 
Trustees dealt with the old ground in 1863, 
and the circumstances under which the 
present, or any future Trustees, would deal 
with the existing ground. In 1863 there 
was a defined body of proprietors, some 
fifty in number, and this body had absolute 
power to deal with their land in any way 
they pleased. Now, there is no defined 
body of proprietors. ” ‘I'he present consti- 
tuents of the Trustees are the inhabitants 
of Shanghai generally, and it is very doubt- 
ful indeed whether the Trustees of their 
‘own mere motion have a right to take any 
step whatover in dealing withthe property 
which they nominally hold. As to what 
their position in point of law really is, I 
cannot venture to offer an opinion ; but it 
seems to me that it must be one which 
should at any rate make them very careful 
to ascertain in any given case that public 
opinion supports them. Where is their 
authority for ignoring the views and wishes 
of the public of to-day in favour of what 
they are pleased to imagine will be the 
views and wishes of some public of the 
future? 

Assuming, however, with the Trustees, 
that the time may come when it will be to 
the advantage of all concerned to sell the 
land in the interior of the Race Course, let 
us sce what justification the Trustees offer 
for the course they are pursuing in appeal- 
ing from the recent decision. 

‘According to their own admission, they 
are fighting for a right to exercise which, 
when gained, would be “a grave infrac- 
tion” of their Trust, s0 long as the pre- 
sent Race Course continues to be used for 
racing purposes. They then proceed to 
lay down some law, but whether good 
law or bad law is'a question. ‘They 
say, in effect, that the restriction against 
building upon the interior of the Cou 
would hold good, notwithstanding tha 
the Course itself ceased to be used for 
racing purposes, and was old as building 
avd.” Ip teas eraxeah  Z dertainky guider 
from the report of the case in Court that 




















the restriction in question is attached to | ¥‘ 


tho Recreation Ground and its proprietors, 
only 80 long as the Race Course is used as 
a Race Course. Even if the lawyers are 
of opinion th: not 80, or that the 
case is a doubtful one, would itnot be well 
for the Trustees to try to come to some 
agreement with tho Race Course proprie- 
tors upon the point, before proceeding fur- 
ther? 

‘Then, again, the Trustees expressly guard 
themselves against saying that the result 
they fear is probable, and yet they are 
going to prolong an already sufficiently 
embittered strife, and to involve themselves 
and others in a large expenditure, to pro- 
vide against a contingency which may 
never happen, and which could be just as 
well provided against if and when it be- 
came probable or certain, instead of impro- 
bable. I understand that there is nothing 
in the recent decision to prevent the 
1g the question afresh, and 
having it tried out at any future time— 
then why hurry it on now ? 

The Trustees refer with great com- 
placency to the results of a successful 
appeal ; but I doubt if their complacency 
will be shared by the general public, for 
the result of expensive legal proceedings 
in England, if it be to saddle the Race 
Club with tho costs of them and of the 
proceedings in the Court here, will be to 
administer an almost crushing blow to 
racing in Shanghai, and this, however great 
tho claims of Cricket and Boating, is 
hardly a consummation to be desired.” Of 
course, in tho eyes of the Trustees, the 
Race Club and the public have nothing in 
common. 

It is almost amusing to see how persist- 
ently the Trustees exhibit themselves as 
the attacked and injured party. They, 
or their tenants (and for this purpose 
they must be considered as one), deli- 
Derately infringe what the Race Club 





















consider an important right—entirely 
refuse to give way—and then complain 
because Race Club does 
meekly fold its hands. It is no doubt 
quite in harmony with the tone of the 
letters published by you to-day, which 
appears to be “give up everything, and we 
will see what we can do for you.” How 
the Trustees can have expected to effect a 
capture with such palpable salt is marvel 
lous. 

To conclude, Sir, it appears tome, and I 
think I may say to the great majority of 
the Shanghai commimity, that this litiga- 
tion has gone quite far enough, and that in 
the public interest it will be well now to 
let it die, or at any rato slumber.

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must do s0 this; prices cannot go any 
lower; the fall has all boen discounted; that 
although the stocks aro largo here, Iam 
told on undoubted authority that only half 
of it is on the market for sale,” and so on. 

The above are all delightful sentences 
to fill one’s breast with, and are no doubt 
requisite to cheer the poor unfortunate 
victims of misplaced confidence, for it can- 
not be called anything else, after looking 
at the prospects of the trade as it is to-day. 
Still the cry is ship, and the Chinese find 
murchasers for theit produce at prices far 
jeyond their expectation. Now, Sir, can you 
or any of your correspondent’s (experts) 
in the trade tell me why foreigners are so 
enerously disposed towards the truthful 
hhinese ? Our liberality to them knows no 
bounds. Why cannot we buy Silk in Shang- 
hai equivalent to, or lower than, London 
prices? Wo shall in all probability find out 
our mistake before long, and asa word 
of caution to intending buyers of Silk at 
present prices, [ say don’t, or you will be 
sorry for ever after.

Dear Sir,—I think both ‘A Victim” 
and “Astronomer” hardly place a suffi: 
ciently gloomy view of the figures and 

sition of the Silk trade before the pub- 
ic, and if you will allow me space, I 
should like to point out one or two items 
they appear to have overlooked. 

We all know that China silk is not what 
it was ten years ago, and that No. 3 
‘Taatlees (especially this season) are intrin- 
ically an article of considerably less value 
jan formerly. ‘ 

‘The climate of England has, during the 
ast two years, changed so much for the 
worse, that England is really no longer a 
fit placo for wearing silk dresses, whilst 
France is too crippled by the effects of 
the war, and the present unsettled state of 











politics, to be able to take up her former 
position as a consumer ; still worse again, 
America has dropped from being a first- 
rate customer, into a poor buyer of a few 
ribbons, and odds and ends. The accu- 
mulation of black silk piece goods and 
throwns, shows that silk is actually going 
out of ‘consumption, and with a largely 
increased production of European silk, 
costing only 2ls, per pound, 1 think we 
must look upon France as almost lost_as a 
consumer of Asiatic silks, and upon Lon- 
don deliveries as likely to fall consider- 
ably below those of 1873. Besides this, 
my experience has always been that the 
Chinese almost invariably underestimate 
their large crops, and, as we know several 
thousand bales ‘were left over from last 
season, the export will most likely reach 
80,000'bales. We thus have to deal with 
an’ export from Shanghai, Canton, and 
Tapan of 120,000 bales, against a probable 
consumption of 60,000 bales all over the 
world—figures that require no comment 
to any one that is thinking prices cheap.

THE MISSIONARY QUESTION FROM A 
CHINESE POINT OF VIEW. 


To the Editor of the 
‘Nonrn-Cmmma Henarp. 


Srm,—Having considered dispassionately 
and honestly the letter of Ch’ih Tao Ten in 
your issue of May 30th, I beg to aay to 
him, through your columns, 

1,—L am glad to see you, sir, advocating 
your opinions ina foreign paper. Come 
forth boldly and let the public hear your 
views, If you think the Missionaries ought 
to put their life and property under the 
protection of the Chinese Government, fear 
not to tell them #0, 

2.—By way of showing what that pro- 
tection is, please note two points with re- 
ference to the late case of Mr, Corbett, 

(1) Mr. Corbett ‘called upon him ” (the 

per official) “and told him that he had 
Red'to the city (Che-meh) in consequence 
of reports of threatened violence.” . . 
+. + “He then asked the officer if he 
could protect him.” The officer said: “You 
shall have the same protection that I have 
myself.” Mr, Corbett asked him why ho 
did not seize the culprits? ‘The officer re- 
plied that ‘ the men were too numerous; if 
the people should rise he could not restrain 
them.” The missionary asked for the pro- 
tection of the Chineso Government, and 
the Government confessed that it was too 
‘weak to protect him. Now, my dear Mr. 
Ch’ih, how can you ask the Missionaries to 
call for protection which the Government 
confesses it is too,weak to afford 1 

(2) When Mr. Sheppard, the United 
States Consul, called on the Taotai to punish 
the rioters, “the Taotai appointedadeputy 
to repair to Che-moh, and, in connection 
with the magistrate there, to investigate the 
matter. This deputy made report to the 
Taotai in due time, denying almost every 
statement in the Consul’s despatch. 

“The Taotai, following the lino of the 
deputy’s report, declared, in his answer to 
the Consul, that Mr. Corbett had not been 
stoned: that his property had not been 
stolen: that the people wore peaceably 
and kindly disposed.” 

‘Yet after this sweeping statement and 
wholesale denial, the Taotai agreed that 
Mr. Corbett had been stoned, that his 
property had been stolen, and that, the 
rioters justly deserved to be punished by 
boing beaten and fined. 

What can a missionary expect from a 
Government whose officers affirm one day 
what they bave only a few days before 
flatly denied ? 

Mr. Sheppard did not say to the 
Taotai, “it is my duty as Consul to-call on 
you to make your people believe «Mr. 
Corbett’s doctrines.” He said, in substance, 
“Tam in duty bound to call on you to 
punish your people becauso they beat Mf, 
orbett and robbed him of his property: 
Mr. Sheppard did not protect Mr. Corbett, 
because he was a missionary, but because 
he was an Americancitizen. Ifa merchant, 
or a traveller, had been beaten and robbed, 
Mr. Sheppard would not have taken his 











































States, and present in China for a legiti- 
mate purpose. 

Tt is unnecessary for you to call on the 
Missionaries to “protest against the use of 
worldly means and to fight solely with 
spiritual weapons.” Did you ever hear of 
a missionary speaking thus to his Consul : 
“Sir, youvare my Consul; these people 
will not believe what U preach to them ; T 
call upon you to come and make thom 
beliove.” When a missionary makes such 
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a demand as this, then, and not till then, 
have you a right to say they fight their 
spiritual battles with the Consul’s arm. 

To auch a demand the Consul would cay : 
‘If the people beat you, or steal your pro- 
perty, and you cannot obtain redress, 
I will interfere. With the question, do 
‘they believe your doctines, or not believe 
them, [have nothing to do whatever. It 
is ono thing for me to protect your life and 
property ; it is another and a very different 
‘thing for me to protect and enforce your 
religion.” 

‘Tho Consul would be precisely right. 

4.—You aay that the doctrines which 
the Missionaries preach are, “to us, strange 
and incomprehensible.” Let me ask you 
a simple question: Have you ever tried 
to compreliend them ? 

If you have tried, how is it that you 
cannot comprehend what many Chinamen 
who cannot read ven-li understand with- 
out any difficulty? The doctrines of the 
Christian religion are understood by so 
many Chinamen, that I am surprised aman 
‘of your ability should such a humi- 
liating confession, 

Tf you have not tried to comprehend 
those doctrines, then you have publicly dis- 
‘aged something that you have not ex- 
amined, and this is neither generous nor 
just. 

Now, sither you have examined these 
dcctrinés, or you have not, hence you are 
by. filed own words shut up to either, (1) 
confessing that you aro far inferior as to 
méntal ability to many of your fellow 
couhtrymen who do not understand ven-li, 
or (2) acknowledging that you have acted 
the ungenerous part of condemning a cause 
fore you have heard it 
6.—Lhonor you, sir, for your love of 
ind T asauro yout that you do not 
jar youthful Emperor *multos et 
snnos” moro heartily than I do.

Now the difficulty in the way of the Re- 
creation Fund Trustees is that they are not 
within the terms this section, inas- 
much as they are not “aggrieved by the 
decree” in the sense that these words must 
bear—tor the simple reason that the decree 
as it stands does not in any way affect their 
property. Itis true that they appeared in 
The’suit’ which ended. with tho ‘decree. in 
question; but the suit was not dirested 
against them, and their appearance in it was, 
as it turned out, inno way necessary to the 
hearing of the ‘case. They took the oppor- 
tunity’ which was offered. to them by tho 
Court—not by the Plaintiffs, who brought 





their action against the Cricket Club only— 
on the possibility of their being in somo way 


interested in the subject-matter of thesuit—viz., 
the pavilion of the Cricket Club ; but as soon 
as it was seen that they were not directly or 
at all interested in auch subject-matzr, their 
appearance was properly at an end. This point 
islikely to be overlooked from the fact that the 
‘Trustees of the Recreation Fund and the Com- 
mitteo of tho Cricket Club were represented 
by the same Counsel. Had different Coun- 
sel appeared for these different parties, 
the Counsel for the Trustees of the Recreation 
Fund would not, on the evidence, have been 
‘entitled to address the Court, for nothing was 
adduced to show that the faintest 
claim to or right over the pavilion of the 
Cricket Club. “The Counsel of the Cricket 
lab, on the other hand, would havo addresed 
e Court very much, T’presume, in the way 
that Mr. Drummond did address it. “Ho 
would have urged that althoogh the pavilion 
was ori mut up an uy \e 
Ieave aul licens of the aco Club, this state 
of things had been founded on a misapprehen- 
sion, and that having the permission of 
landlords, i.e, the Trustees of the Recreation 
Fund, to alter it, they required no other 
ave from any one their landlords 
held the land on which it stood unburdeued 
with any obligation as tonot building. If the 
Court had decided, aa it did decide, against 
this contention, the Cricket Club would have

Some time afterwards, the person 
she threatened was found murdered, and cut 
across the hands. The woman was imprisoned, 
and under the French law of those days, was 
tortured until she confessed she had done the 
deed. She was executed, and some time after 
her death, a man under sentence said that 
he and an’ accomplice, who had overheard the 
woman’s threats, were the murderers, and 
that the woman had nothing to do with it. 
That case showed that it was possible for a 
person to threaten without intending to carry 
out the threats, aud that another person over- 
hearing them do s0. Now, knowing 
what had taken between the prosecutor 
and the prisoner, if any one else wrote the 
letter, it was likely that suspicion would fall 
upon the latter.

The jury were then directed to consider 
their verdict. After a little while the fore- 
man asked leave to retire. ‘They were absent 
about a quarter of an hour, and returned into 
Court with a verdict of Guiury. 

‘The prisoner was then asked in the usual 
form if he had anything to urge in arrest of 
sentence. He replied that he had nothing to 


say. 
‘fie. Ronmssox here said, before his Lord- 
ship passed sentence he understood he had 
liberty reserved to move on the point of send- 
ing the letter to which bis Lordship assented, 
‘His Lorvsmir then proceeded to pass sen- 
tence, saying the jury had done their duty. 
It was useless for him to expatiate upon the 
nature of the offence. There scarcely could 
be one more cowardly or fatal to the happi- 
ness of the public than writing threatening 
letters of this kind. It showed a disposition 
of the very worst description. —The sentence 
is that you be imprisoned and kept to hard 
labour for six months, and that at the end of 
that time you bo. deported. I will, however, 
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take into ca 
rity.

SUMMARY COURT. 





Shaighai, July 20th, 1874. 
Before R. A. Mowar, Esq. 
Wang-ting Say v. William Arnold. 

Plaintiff sued defendant to recover $20, for 
‘8 month's board, 

Defendant said that he and four others 
contracted with the plaintiff in May to su; 
ply them with food, at $20 per mouth 

*he food was good during May, but through- 
out June it was nearly uneatable. Plaintiff 
‘was cautioned, and afterwards told that he 
would be paid $15 only for each man. He 
continued to provide bad food, and he (defend- 
ant) had often left the table’ to dine with a 
friend in consequence. The other men were 
‘also continually complaining. 

‘His Hosour enguired in what way the 
food was bad? 

Defendant said that meat taken from tho 
table one day, would be served up again on 
two or three succeeding days, re-cooked in 
different forms. 

Plaintiff urged the difficulty of providing 
good meat in hot weather. ‘Three of the five 
men paid him $20 each for June. He was at 
8 Jos by the food he epplied during the frst 
month, 

Defendant said the other three men paid 
the money because they would not take the 
trouble to come into Court. When they paid 

laintiff, they kicked him downstairs, He 
Tactendaat) had no objection to pay the money, 
only he did not like to be charged for what 
he did not have. 

His Hoxour ultimately said he saw no rea 
son why the plaintiff should not be. paid the 
amount he claimed. ‘The complaint about 
the quality of the food was of the vaguest, 
and three out of the five boarders of the 
plaintiff had paid without demur—which 
Mforded a strong presumption against the 
defendant's contention. 

Judgment for plaintiff, with costs of Court.

By those instructions, the police are 
always on the look out for vehicles plying 
for hire without a license, and on the day 
named, 33 of them were found so plying for 
hire. ‘The men who were running them were 
taken to the Council offices, aud the instruc- 
tions of the Secretary of the Council were to 
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tako them before the Mixed Court. ‘The cool- 
ies were not fined, but two Chinamen who 
had chartered the vehicles, were fined $25 and

THE LOSS OF THE 8. 8. “ CANTO! 
( Foochow Herald. ) 

‘The Insurance Offices will now verily 
be able to aay that they had good grounds 
for raising their rates of premium on risk: 
by steamers to London, the S.S. Canton 
ig unfortunately made a commence- 
ment for them this season towards demon- 
strating the justice of their action, ‘The 
above fine vessel, so known in these 
waters, was built at Newoastle in 1871, 
and belongs to the same line of steamer 
as the Hongkong, ill-fated Singapore, &e., 
&e. Sho left Pagoda Anchorage at two 
o’elock on the afternoon of the 7th, with 
close upon, 3,000 tons of Hankow and 
Foochow n board, as well as somo 
Silk, and was bound for London vid Singa- 

re and the Suez Canal. All went well 
till about five . jeed the foreign 
pilot in charge was just thinking of leaving 
the vessel,—when suddenly struck 
heavily on the outer Min reef, and at onco 
ran upon the rocks,"becoming of course 
utterly uncontrollable, the ebb tide having 
just set in, ‘The weather was boister 
‘at the time, the mishap being due to a 
haze which had come down, obscuring the 
bearings and thus rendering the exact 

sition uncertain, the pilot trusting to 
firm belief that the reefs had beén well 
cleared till their proximity was made so 
unpleasantly apparent. ‘Che weather had 
looked threatening all the afternoon, and 
as the tide fell the wind increased, and a 


















































At two aa, next morning the captain, 
with all the crew, in the pilot boat and 
ship’s gigs, left the wreck, reaching Sharp 
Peak at 7 a.m., after five hours hard tacking. 
Here the tug Woosung was found at auchor, 
and was engaged to take Captain McNabb 
at 10 o'clock to the wreck, which was reached 
in an hour's time, and was found to be in 
much the same position as when they left 
her attwo in the moi Packages of 
tea, floating in all directions, were passed 
on the way. The Canton was laying over 
very considerably, and, it being dead low 
water at the time, her bows were high aud 
dry, showing her forefuot to have been 
completely torn away. The after hatch 
was under water, and the main and fore 
hatches had been broken open by the force 
of the waves, the water in the hold being 
Plainly visible from the Woosung’s deck. 
All the cargo from the fore hold seemed to 














have been washed away. The tug could 
not get nearer than about 300 yards at that 
state of the tide, and there was so much 

a on that it was impossible to board the 
wreck, so the whole party returned to Pa- 
goda ‘Anchorage in the Woosung, with the 
exception of the second and third officers, 
who were left in the pilot boat at Sharp 
Peak to watch the wreck, The captain 
arrived in town about 7 in the evening, 
aud astonished his agents by writing a note 
to them at the Club, asking them {o come 
down to their office, as he wished to see 
them. ‘The sad news was then made known 
that the Canton was a total wreck, though 
not yet completely abandoned. ’ There 
seems, however, no hope of saving the hull, 
which, unless on the flat part of the rock, 
may at any time break up and slip off into 
10 fothoms of water. As to the cargo, 
there would seem also but little prospect of 
saving any, except in the very finest wea- 
ther, the wreck being too far out, rather 
more than half way between Sharp Peak 
and the White Dogs. 

‘Phe poor sailors presented a sorry plight 
on their arrival at Vagoda Anchorage, 
being drenched to the skin, and with 
scarcely anything saved beyond the scanty 
wet clothes they had on their backs, 

Although, as above stated, it was two 
Aat on the 8th before the captain and 
crew left the scene of the wreck, it should 
perhaps be mentioned that they had com- 
menced taking to the boats early on the 
previous evening, and had remained in the 
pilot boat as near to the wreck and as long 
as practicable beforo finally departing for 
Sharp Peak. ‘The brave captain was the

stayed on bonrd alone from 8 till 11 p.at,, 
when he was landed by his officers through 





a high sea at considerable risk o 
crew, though it is hard to believe, 
to have been afraid of the danger being too 
great, aud to have left the suving of their 
commander to their superiors, When tho 
steamer struck, the captain had only just 
come on deck from dining, and was about 
to take over-charge from the pilot, when 
the force of the collision threw him” and 
others on deck, flnt on their backs, ‘The 
noble steamer was lifted out of the water 

force by the wash, and fell 
he rocks, h over at once, 
ning where she is now resting. 
Many fishing boats were seen on the fore- 
noon of the 8th picking up packages of Ton, 
but none could yet near Lo the wreck, owing 
to the high sea running and big’ waves 
breaking over her. 

On Thursday and Friday, the 9th and 
10th inst., at low water, when it, was not 
blowing too hard, the scene was intensely 
exciting, the number of Chinamen engaged 
at plundering being estimated at from 
seven to ten thousand,  Thero were two 
hundred and forty-five bales of silk stowed 
in the fore hold, fifty-two of which were 
saved by the late’ steamer’s second ofticer, 
twenty-eight being put on board the foreign 
pilot boat No Name, and twenty-four in 
one of the Chinese outside pilot boats, 
After the above had been saved it became 
dangerous for foreigners to remain by the 
wreck, one of the pilots having been 
knocked down and driven away by the 
fishermen, together with the two officers 
accompanying him. The only weapon of 
defence they had appears to have been a 
breech-loading fowling pieco and a few 
cartridges loaded with No. 5 shot, bor- 
rowed from the master of the Woosung, 
with which one Chinaman was killed and 
others wounded. Another foreigner was 
also present with a large cargo-bunt, but 
could save only abont a hundred packayes 
of tea and some curios, being perfecily 
helpless for want of protection. As they 
sailed away; the natives made a rush for 
the rest of tho silk, and fought for each bale 
as it was thrown over the side, many boats 
capsizing in the scramble, and pitching 
their occupants into the water to atruggle 
for their lives, In the abseuge of one of 
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ont own men-of-war, the Chinese were 
politely asked if they would send out one 
of the Arsenal gunboats, of which two were 
at the Anchorage, to protect the wreck, 
and the authorities promised to despatch 
aid of some sort, but all they appear to 
have done, soems to have been to send out 
one of their gunboats on the morning of 
the 12th, to take a foreigner from the An- 
chorago to inspect the wreck, and to return 
again in the evening, By this means, how- 
ever, at least a couple of hundred native 
boats were driven off for the time being, 
only showing how easily lacs of dollars 
worth of property might have been saved 
from the grasp of the heathen Chinee, 

‘The wreck, with what little cargo might 
be found on ‘board, was old at auction on 
the 13th instaut by Messrs. Hedge & Co., 
and after somewhat monotonous bidding 
from one dollar upwards, the Chinese being 
the principal competitors, was knocked 
down to an enterprising foreigner at nine- 
teen hundred and forty dollars over the 
firet offer. ‘The fifty-two bales of silk will 
bo sent to Shanghai for sale, the market 
hero for them being evidently considered 
bare of judges of the staple : they are said 
to be only slightly damaged. 

‘The salvage of tea to Insurance offices 
amounts to only about five hundred pack- 
agos altogether—quite enough, however, to 
attract, a large attendance at’ the auction 
yesterday, and to bring ina good round 
sum for tho underwriters and salvo 

‘Tho hot weather favored the drying of 
the stains, and this, together with the 
enticing marks on many of the packages, 
doubtless contributed largely towards the 
good result of the sale, the prices realised, 
we aro told, being quite equal to latest 
home quotations. For the benefit of our 
readers interested in tea who did not attend 
the auction, we may repeat one or two of 
the most attractive styles of marking ; to 
wit—extra strong, rich, pungent aud fine 
true pekoe saryune congon tea; choice se~ 
lected early apring frat erop congou packed 
from the crack chop Sie Hung, new sea- 
son ; extra choice early spring Isaf scented 
Orange Pekoe ; ani the like, We have 
heard of monkey picked parcels, Emperor’s 
garden grown teas, and so on, but these 
early spring chops we must admit are to us 
a now feature in the trade. ‘The curios 
also sold well, « pair of bronze storks, six 
feet high, worth in Japan about a hundred 
dollars, bringing at the auction two hun- 
red und thirty-five. 

Stops are being taken to recover, if possi- 
ble, some of the cargo plundered from the 
wreck by the Natives, and through the 
vigilance of our energetic English Consul, 
about thirty chests of ten wore seized in 
the city yesterday. 

‘We widerstand that the crew of the Inte 
Canton have indignantly contradicted the 
report we alluded to (above) about their 
being afraid to fetch their captain from 
the wreok. We can only say that it was 
the captain’s own statement, but we should 
perhays have added at the time that he 
more than once ordered the men away 
from the steamer, not wishing anyone but 
himself to remain in danger. 

‘The funnel was blown over the side while 
the captain was on board alone, so it can 
easily be imagined that the general position 
of matters, with the yale increasing 
night came on, was one of very considerable 
datiger. The unfortunate pilot who was 
in charge when the Canton struck, has been 
suspended for one year.

Messrs, F. R. Wetmore & Co., Yoko- 
hama, publish a very clear map of Tokio, 
the enpital of the Japanese Empire, bet. 
ter known to foreigners as Yedo.’ The 
latter name however, which meaus Bay- 
door, has been discarded since 1868, and 
that of Tokid, or Eastern Capital, has been 
substituted. “The map is designed to give 
tourists and foreign residents who are un- 
able to use a native map, a good general 
idea of Tokid. The descriptive index con- 
tains some interesting information regard- 
ing the city, which we are told contained 
in 1873, according to an official enumera- 
tion, 185,951 houses, and a population of 
823,240 persons, including the people i 
the villages outside, but under municipal 
jurisdiction. Over 100,000 of this number 
wero travellers or transient residents, (reat 
improvements have been wrought in the 
city the Mikado took up his resi- 
dence in 1869. We notice that a portion 
of the Main Street, built in foreign style, 
is called “the New Boulevard.” ‘Tokio, 
the “ Eastern Capital ” of Japan, shows on 
every side evidences of advancement and 
improvement; Peking, the “Northern 
Capital” of China, is its very antithesis, 
being given over todilapidation and dooay.

A peculiar, and unluckily fatal accident, 
happened on the river on Friday last, A 
number of Chinese were navigating a pon- 
toon from Messrs. Farnham & Co,’s yard, at 
Hongkew, to the French Bund. It was make 
ing slow progress, when Mr. 0. P. Blethen 
came up with it, in his steam launch, and 
took it in tow. On arriving at the point 
in the river near where H. M. gunvessel 
Frolic is moored, it became necessary to 
alter the helm of the launch,and this move- 
ment is supposed to have caused the tow- 
ing rope to be jerked across a portion of 
the pontoon. ‘Two of the Chineso wero 
swept into the river, and carried away by 
the current, which was, however, not 
tunning very strong at the time, One of 
the men sank at once, and the other was 
saved by clinging toa life-buoy thrown 
from the Frolic, Boats’ crews from this 
vessel, the P. &O. steamer Malwa, and 
others, quickly engaged in the work of 
endeavouring to save the second man, but 
it was forty minutes before the body was 
recovered, a seaman of the Malwa hooking 
it up. It was taken alongside the Frolic, 
and Dr, Felton, of that ship, tried to restore 
animation, fancying that he saw faint signs 
of life. The poor fellow was, however, 
too far gone, and it was after a time seen 
that all efforts to restore animation were 
useless.—Ibid.
